Solon, he fays, has begun the bufinefs; but 
the pubhic.will pleafe to cake notice, chat So- 
lon hoidsin infinite contempt every idea of 
electioneering, Let virtue and wifdom wield 
the feeptre and who.is governor iso” {mall 
importance. That thofe who have ootained 
a degree of influence, by wealth or the arts 
of-infinuation, fhould hold up to the public, 
perfons devoid of merit as candidates for the 
firft offices, hows at once a depraved and lit- 
tle mind. The peopleare not ttrangers to 
the man of worth. They well know who 
fulkains anirreproachable character... They 
well know when he feeks the public, not his 
private interet. They likewife know when 
a perfon atts from low and fordid motives— 
when in the highelt office he violates the laws 
of his country co gratify a friend. They are 
not ignorant when he defcends from the dig- 
nity of his.ftacion,; when like a mifer he 
feeks for wealth inftead of the public good , 
when the profits of a. tavern captivate, and 
' horfe-craffick, vendues, land-jobbing, &c. 
occupy his attention, while his country is 
forgotcen and neglected.. They know when 
foreigners meet with a cold reception—when 
a public charaéter is burlefqued abroad and 
defpifed ac home: when his popularity is 
founded on bafe flattery and cringing hypo- 
crify. Ia fhort, chepeople know who is fitand 
who is not fit for public. offices. It is not 
for the general good that any fhould endea- 
vor to bias their minds: but on the other 
hand, it is not improper chat perfons of lei- 
{fure and ability fhould explain the nature 
and principles of government; that they 
fhould, with decency and candor, reafon up- 
on the propriety and tendency of Jaws: chat 
they fhould endeavor to enlighten the public 
in thofe truths which every perfon has not 
leifure to inveftigate. If wecan in this way 
be of fome ufe to our fellow citizens, our de- 
fires and expectations will be fatisfied. The 
Freeman who appeared in public a few weeks 
palt, obferves, ‘“ that keeping men in 
** high offices till their connexions and de- 
“ pendents have become numerous and 
powerful, has been the deftru&tion of more 
republics alone, than all other caufes com- 
bined.” Let us examine into the truth 
of this remark. —Go back to the republics 
of antient Greece, which of them was ruined 
by a long continuance of their magiftrates 
in office? The introduction of che luxuries 
of Perfia was the caufe of Athens fall. The 
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ae 


republic never furmounted the corruption | 


which followed the vi&tory obtained over the 
Perfians, at the ftreights of Salamis. The 
defeat of the Athenians proved fatal to the 
Syracufians, 
_ corrupted the principles of Sparta, and at 
length obliged her to bow to Philip and A. 
lexander, In fhort, upon a critical exami- 
nation, we fhall find, that as virtue and œ- 


conomy, joined with a fpiric which could |

of Greece, except Macedonia; fo luxury 
and adefire of cafe and pleafure, banithed re- 
publicanifin and gave the empire to Alexan- 
der.

reGtion to Tugelo river—thence to the top 
of the Currahee mountain—thence to the 
head or fotirce of the main fouch branch of 
the Oconee river, called the Appalachee— 
thence down the m‘dile of the faid main 
fouth branch and river Ocanee, to its con- 
fluence with the Oakmulgee, which form 
the river Altramaha~and thence down the 
middle of che faid Altamaha, to the old line 
on the faid river, and thence along the faid 
old line to the river St. Marys.

This hip, in company with the floop 
Wafhinaton, failed on the goth of Septem- 
ber, 1787, and the year following reached 
their place of deftination; from whence the 
Columbia failed with furs, which the difpof- 
ed of in China, on her return home, 

To meffieurs Barrell, Brown, Bulfinch, 
Flatch, and Pintard, who planned the voyage, 
their country is indebted for this experiment 
ina branch of commerce before unaffayed 
by Americans : and to their care in provid- 
ingevery neceflary for the comfort and con- 
venience of the crews, may, under heaven, 
be attributed the extraordinary degree of 
health which they have enjoyed; having loft 
but one man, by ficknefs, fince they failed. 

Their country is alfo under obligations to 
the intrepid navigators who have condutted 
this voyage; whofe urbanity, and civility 
have fecured the friendthip of the aborigi- 
nals of the country they vifited ; and whofe 
honor and intrepidity have commanded the
